Ex-President Succumbs Unexpectedly, 


Though He Had Long Been III 


Great Democrat, Twice President of the United 


States, Dies at His Home in Princeton, Aged 
Seventy-One Years—Sketch of His Career, 
from Poor Boy to the Highest Elective Office 
in the World—Famous Venezuelan Message 


Princeton. X. J.—Grover Cleveland,' 


twice presldcnt.of the United States, 
died suddenly Wednesday at his home 
here. 


Mr. Cleveland had been a sufferer 


from gout and diabetes for more than 
two years. Karly In 
11»M ho was 


stricken with an attack of Indigestion, 
tho result of diabetes, and for woeka 
was unable to partake of any except 
liquid nourishment.

Cleveland was marUed by cxtrrme 
simplicity. No pomp nor splendor had 
place In tho ceremonies. There were 
no bands to play dirges on tho way to 
the old Princeton cemetery, no mili- 
tary escort, no eulogy by the officiating 
clergymen.

Postage Stamp Gum as Article of Diet 


E 


VERY tlmo a person licks a United 
States postage stamp he gets a taste 


of sweet potato. The gum with which 
tho stamps are backed is made from 
that succulent vegetable because Un- 
cle Sam's lieutenants consider It tho 
most harmless preparation of tho sort. 


All of tho gum used on American 


postage stamps Is mixed by tho gov- 
ernment at tho bureau of 
engraving 


and printing, where tho stamps 
are 


made. It Is spread on the sheets after 
the stamps havo been printed. 


The gum, in a liquid form, is forced 


up through pipes from tho basement, 
where It Is made. These pipes lend to 
a series of machines consisting of roll- 
ers, between 
which 
tho 
shoots of 


stamps aro fed, one at at time. 


A continuous lino stream of tho 


liquid gum falls upon ono of these 
rollers. The sheet with-Its wot coat- 
Ing of sweet potato mucllago passes 


from the rollers Into a Ions horizontal 
Hue with hot air. When It emerges at 
the other end the gum Is dry. 


Tho government makes two kind* of 


postage stamp mucilage 
If one could 


see tho packages of stimps ns they 
come to tho post office ready to bo 
sold ono would Ilnd them labeled, ac- 
cording to season, "Summer Gum" or 
"Winter Gum." The former Is much 
tho harder of the two and wax devised 
Home years ago to keep the stamps 
from getting sticky lu warm, moist 
weather. 


Whllo Uncle Sam tries to make the 


lot of the stamp llckor as Innocuous 
ns possible, he does not advise making 
a meal off his sweet potato gum. Thn 
whole process of gum making nnd ap- 
plying Is mado as clean as possible, 
but there is yet another Item to bo 
considered, 


A sheet of postage stamps la han- 


dled a good many times before It oven 
loaves tho bureau whore It Is made. If 
you must lick any of your stamps pick 
out those from 
the 
middle of the 


sheet. The corner ones havo 
gone 


through the lingers of half a dozen or 
more counters, not to mention tho per- 
forators and the separators and the 
rest.

tails of his conceptions very frequent. 
Jy are; but this Is common to him 
with the pioneers of every great idea.

criticise 'Eureka' from a contempo- 
rary standpoint would bo as beside 
tho mark us to treat the 'Naturplilloso- 
phio' of Schelllng or of Hegel In tho 
same way.

Tho colonies, of course,

the Hag of New England was white, 
charged with St. George's cross in red 
surmounted with tho crown.

was Inscribed Jacobus Rex. 


While Manhattan was in possession of 
tho Dutch the ships waved n flag on 
which was a beaver, the then Insignia 


Netherlands. 
1707 the 


colonies adopted the Union Jack of 
Great Britain. This was formed by a 
combination of St. Andrew's and St. 
George's crosses, and of course was 
typical of the fact that the two conn- 


had become one when Queon 


Elizabeth died ami tho Scottish king 
succeeded to the English throne. 


At the time of our revolt from Brit- 


ish authority tho Union Jack was In 
general use. usually bearing 
some 


patriotic motto ot which "Uberty and 
Union" was tho favorite. Directly aft- 
rr the battle of Lexington a. new flag 
was Improvised with the motto of tho 
state of Connecticut, viz.. "Qul trans- 
tullt Biisttnot." This soon gave way 
to regimental colors, each being dis- 
tinctive in shade. At Bunker Hill a 
blue flag was chosen to designate New 
England troops—tho first sign wo HOO 
of union In tho colonial army. This 
flag had St. George's cross In ono 
corner. 
It was growing beautifully 


loss within our limits and soon after- 
wards disappeared when Gen. Put- 
nam displayed n rod banner on Pros- 
pect hill with the motto "An Appeal 


! to Heaven." 
Tho colony of Massa- 


chusetts sent out 
cruisers 
In 
tho 


spring, supplying each with a white 
lag on which was painted a groon 
>lno tree. When armed vessels wero 
commissioned 
In Washington 
they 


wero furnished with flags of similar 
dnd. 


To Col. William Moultrln of South 
arolma is due the honor of raising 


tho first republican flag. It had a 
whlto crescent on a blue ground. This 
was unfurled on this east bastion of 
ho fortress In Charleston harbor. Juno 
28, 1770, while on the opposite side 
waved tho Hag called 
tho 
"Great 


Union." 
JunoM. 1777, the Continental con- 


gross, realizing the Innpproprlntoness 
of longer using British colors, resolved 
'that tho flag of tho 13 United States 
bo 13 stripes, alternate red and white; 
that the union bo 13 stars, white In a 
blue Hold, representing a new con- 
stellation." 


Tho first national flag after this pat- 


tern was made by a Mrs. Ross, a lady 
of Philadelphia. 
She had some dis- 


tinguished men to assist her, among 
whom were Benjamin Franklin and 
Gen. Joseph Reed. 
Wo aro not In- 


formed whether these men. appointed 
by congress for the purpose, used the 
thimble, neodlo and thread that tho 
lady herself employed. From her gen- 
eral character It Is probable that Mrs. 
Ross declined to let them "boss the 
Job," and proceeded In her own way. 


The 13 stars of the flag of 1777 


wero arranged In a circle, although 
there was no 
olllclully 
prescribed 


form. 
In 1794, after the admission 


of Vermont and Kentucky Into tho 
union, It was resolved by congress 
that from and after May 1, 170.", "tho 
flag of tho United States be IS stripes 
alternate red and white, that tho union 
bo IS stars, white, In a 
blue field." 


No provision was made by this act 


for future alterations, nor wero any 
changes mado tilt 1818. although a 
number of now states were admitted 
meanwhile Into tho union. On April 
I of that year a bill embodying tho 
suggestions of Capt. Samuel G. Reid, 
who nicommondcd the reduction of 
the stripes to the original 13 and the 
adoption of stars equal to tho number 
of the states, formed Into ono largo 
star, and a new star to be added «>n 
the Fourth of July next succeeding tho 
admission of each new state, was ap- 
proved by President Monroe, and the 
tlag thus established was afterward 
hoisted on the hall of representatives.
